Firms with profits better than aver-

CLOTH, which gets its start ball pure cellulose- 
fibor cotton plant, has been use, according the 
best authorities, for couple decades over century. 
While there was some dispute its first usage, appears 
conclusively British first, with purple cloth used 
William Pickering 1821, and calico tried later on, and 
found acceptable only after being sized with starch.

Whatever the origin, book cloth has become the accepted 
garb for many billions copies many tens thousands 
titles the ensuing years. has largely supplanted 
leather the most common denominator book binding, 
but turn has brought about the creation vast quantity 
textiles dyed, coated, impregnated, and grained re- 
semble leather various sorts. 

Bookcloth basically cotton textile, varying weaves, 
weights, and finishes, treated with filler and varying 
amount pigment stiffen it, give color, and make

The base fabric, grey goods, are woven from cotton yarn 
constructed from the raw cotton, which “inch plus” 
meet the Government standard graded staple.

One might sum the basic principle 
behind 3-D trick illustrations this 
way: Each eye sees slightly different 
version the same scene, the right eye 
seeing more the right sides ob- 
jects, and the left eye seeing more 
the left sides.

WOULD hard find more inter- 
esting candidate than the new Columbia- 
Viking Desk Encyclopedia for this first col- 
umn, This book big all over: Big scope 
and manufacturing details, editorial com- 
plexities, and statistics. also represents the 
largest single investment Viking’s history. 
Simply stated, the concept was reduce 
the Columbia Encyclopedia more manage- 
able proportions for desk use. the current 
jargon, Operation Big Shrink meant reducing 
the 2,203 large three-column pages 1,104 
smaller two-column pages, re-writing thous- 
ands entries and yet keeping the book up- 
to-1953. This drive for the information 
meant being indefinite about length and num- 
ber pages until just few months ago, 
since the editors kept open alphabetic sec- 
tions the last possible moment. 


CHEDULES WERE MADE, remade, 
then made again. Typesetting required 
handling 38,378 separate cards, 
including some 5,700 fresh entries returned 
with galley proofs. (Copy flow began late 
November 1952; final galleys with additions 
were dated May 23, 1953.) Six months were 
required setting, make-up and plate-mak- 
ing for this big book 1,250,000 words, 
31,000 articles, 12,000 cross references. 
Vail Ballou Press Binghamton handled 
the job beautifully can’t praise them too 
much for their splendid performance under 
frequently difficult and trying 
reported Milton Glick Viking Press. 
Re-scheduling printing and binding dates 
for mid-October publication became the Big 
Dilemma summer vacations neared. With
